The NIH awarded a five-year $477,444 grant to four clinics across the nation for a stud 
titled “Psychosocial Functioning in Transgender Youth after 2 Years of Hormones”. In tt 
study, researchers examined young people between the ages of 12 and 20 who identif 


as transgender and were given cross-sex hormones. Of the 315 subjects, 240 were 
minors. 


Additionally, during this study two young 
people tragically died by suicide and 11 
others reported suicidal thoughts. Rather The well-being of our youth is of the utmost importance and subjectin 
than shutting the study down after two = “hem te harmful and experimental medical procedures is unacoeptab! 
deaths and numerous participants 
developing suicidal ideations, the 
researchers published their paper, 
concluding that the study was a success 
because cross-sex hormones had altered 
subjects’ physical appearance and 
improved psychosocial functioning.

All people, regardless of age, color, religious belief, or gender identity, 
deserve to have quality books where they can see themselves, learn about 
others, and enjoy reading! Not that long ago, | was a high school librarian, 
where | worked hard to make a safe and welcoming space for all students. It 
took several years to accomplish, as most good things do, but one of my 
proudest accomplishments was the opportunity to advise the GSA (Gay 
Straight Alliance). These students had a piece of my heart. My grown son is a 
proud. aav man livina his best life. but he did not have anv easv time of it in 


school. There was no safe space for him until he joined the swing choir, 
where he found friends with similar interests. 


My goal was not to “lead” but to be a safe adult with a space for their 
meetings as well as learn what books and resources they wanted to have 
available. This led to the writing of the first edition of LGBTQIA+ Books for 
Children and Teens: Providing a Window for All. My friend Christina Dorr and 
| had both been fortunate enough to sit on the Mike Morgan and Larry 
Romans Children’s Book award committee of the Rainbow Round Table 
(formerly the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, and Transgender Round Table 
(GLBTRT) in separate years and wanted to write a book to support librarians 
and teachers who were leery or nervous about purchasing these books. It 
was easier to self-censor and not have conflict. Our hope was this book 
would allay those fears.

Kentucky School for the Deaf (KSD) supporters got the 
chance to express their opinions on the search for a 
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The two forums — one virtual forum on May 24 and one 
in-person forum on May 31 — served as opportunities 
for stakeholders in the Deaf and Hard of Hearing 
communities to inform the Kentucky Department of 
Education (KDE) and help the hiring committee make 
critical and informed decisions throughout the process.

“I value and cherish this school and the Deaf 
community so much. This is our place. This is our 
home,” said Smith. “We need someone who knows how 
to run a school for the Deaf and is part of our 
community.” 


Current KSD Principal Toyah Robey is retiring on June 
30 after six years with the school.

-funded math intervention program 
makes learning fun for Whitley County 
elementary students 


Math intervention might not seem like much fun for a 
2nd-grader, but an innovative approach in Whitley 
County has students eager to attend class. 


It was toward the end of the school day during the last 
week of school in mid-May when four 2nd-graders at 
Oak Grove Elementary School knocked on Keisha 
Wyatt’s classroom door. The students had been 
attending the small-group math intervention class each 
day throughout the school year, and even though they 
had just been playing outside, they were happy to go 
back into the classroom. 


Wyatt, the school’s math interventionist, was prepared. 
A Monopoly-inspired math game was on the table, and 
each of the students picked a different, colorful board 
game piece. The game's objective was to get the 
students comfortable with numbers by adding and 
subtracting popsicle sticks, which represented the 
“money” in the game. Each square they landed on had 
different problems they had to solve. 


“Putting [math] in a game setting changes everything,” 
said Wyatt. “The kids love to come. They are 
boisterous with their answers and vocal, and | love that. 
| am trying my best to instill the love of math in each 


student, while also teaching them different skills they 
will need to be successful in life.” 


Eden Freeman, 7, said she looks forward to coming to 
Wyatt's classroom. 


“It’s fun and it helps me be better in math,” she said.
